during the “window period” of infection. Follow-up testing may be necessary if indicated by risk factors.

A reactive (preliminary positive) test result suggests that antibodies to HIV-1 or HIV-2 may be present in the specimen
obtained from a rapid test. A second specimen will have to be sent to a comprehensive laboratory for a Western Blot test prior to

confirmation of the reactive test result. Precautions should be taken to avoid the chance of spreading HIV.
